teganto awake. The bitternefs of 
the corroſive , greedy and auſtere 
power, moving thus ſtrongly, de- 


creaſed; and the ſtupifed matter,

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as it were in a fright began to con- 
ſide in the ſorm of a glutinous Water · 
God would not that the whole 
Heaven, Manſon and Kingdom, or 
Matter , wherein Lucifer reigned, 
ſhould be utterly deſtroyed, which 
before the Fall had its word, light 
and motion from him as from the 
Center. For this Matter was not 
made ſuch by its own will, but by 

* conſtraint, in the ardent imaginati- 
on of the overruling ſpirit or intelli- 
gence : For this ſpirit did with force 
exerciſe his rule and magical power 
in the Matter. From thence the 
ſweetneſs of the light departing to 
its original, left the corroſive dark- 
neſs to the burning deſire of the ſpi- 
rit, -and the molt kind motion of the 
heat, was changed by the horrible 
attraction and vehemeat compacti- 
on of the Cold. The ſerene face of 
Heaven did put on the ſorrow full 
countenance of the terreſtrial Wa- 
ter, and Wateriſh Eaxth.'

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But God, willing to bring the 
Idea of the world, which from eter- 
nity he had a knowledge of in his 
mind into figures, began to make 
ſomething new, in which he could 
ſet forth the manifeſtation of him- 
ſelf, and have complacency in it. 
Thereſore he — — a new Creati- 
on, and by his ſpirit with his word 
expanded the Matter, and divided 
it into three, which working toge- 
ther in one harmony, an effluvium 
rom one to one, e. thing 5 
ſhould bethe beginning edle 
yet ſothat one of thoſe three cannot 
conſiſt without the other two; fo 
there is made out of this one Chaos, 
or viſcous Water, a fixed, fluid and 
volatile, Body, Spirit and Soul, Earth, 
Water and Air. - The fluid ſpirit is 
too unconſtant, the volatil ſoul too 
ſubtile, the fixed body too groſs to 
receive that intuſed power of the 
light ro its motion. But when from 
this threefold union a ſourth genera- 
tion 
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tion ariſeth, there is the ſeed of 
love, and the center of vertues and 
powers; a center thar cannot pro- 
perly be named Water, for it is a viſ- 
cous Earth, in which is the Water 
of Nature, and yet it is not Earth, 
becauſe it floweth and maketh moiſt, 
neither is it Air, becauſe-it may be 
handled and reſts in ſtillneſs; and 
yet it is Air, Earth and Water to- 
gether, the birth of a triple union 
of Air, Earth and Water. The va- 
rious Creatures ariſe from heat, mo» 
ving it ſelf in the Animal, Vegeta- 
ble and Mineral Kingdom, whi 
thus from unity return again to tri- 
plicity, and appear under the fi- 
gure of Air, Water and Earth. 
Infinite is this proceſs of Nature, 
there is not a Materia whether Ve- 
getable or Mineral can propagate 
and multiply its ſelf, unleſs its 
be firſt made a viſcous Water,or is al- 
ready ſuch ; all the Animals are pro- 


generated and procreated by ſuch a 
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Water ; in all vegetable Seeds, that 
viſcous whiteneſs appears before a- 
ny thing can grow from it. The 
very Minerals and Metals proceed 
from ſuch a viſcous Water, and 
muſt of neceſſity return to it. Thus 
without any addition in themſelves, 
they ought by the Artiſt to put on 
a better nature, 
Mineral or Vegetable arrive to a ra- 
dical ſolution , inſtantly will ap- 
ppear either a viſcous” Water or 
Earth. Therefore the ends of things 
do excellently agree with theit be- 
ginnings, 

But now in every viſcous Water, 
there lies hid intimately in the Cen- 
ter, a hidden Center concentrated, 
which I call by the name of the Salt 
of Nature. This Salt is the Light 
of the World, Every where where 
it fixes its ſeat it drives its circum- 
ferences to motion; it does illumi- 
nate, ſtrengthen and uphold them 
in their motions. But this = 
| alt 


If any Animal, 


| 
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Salt without the Divine Spirit of 
Nature does adhere and is annexed 
to the inviſible ſpeaking of the Di- 
vine word, and by this light is nou» 
riſned and moved. 

This is that Salt, which Chriſt 
among all created things only cal- 
ed good: And it is that Spirit which 
aſcends up into the Airy Heaven, 
and which again deſcends, which 
reſtrains the Winds, and holds them 
in the Fiſts of its power, which ga- 
thers together the Waters into their 
places. This Spirit of Salt is the 
medium of all things, by which the 
higheſt are knit with the loweſt, 
and keep in harmony. From both 
the Natures, both ſuperiour and in- 
feriour, it hath nutriment in abun- 
dance; and in like manner doth give 
and divide its plenty to all things. 
By it and through its virtue Vege- 
tables and Minerals do grow, and 
by it the divine Power doth per-. 
. form whatſoever he will, in the 

388 Firma- 
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Firmament, in the Air, the Earth, 
the Sea and all in deeps. By this he 
commands the Clouds to appear 
from the ends of the Earth. This 
Spirit is the cauſe and begianing of 
the Lightning and the Clouds; he 
commands the Winds to come from 
hidden places. This Spirit is the 
Inſtrument by which God wills 
that terrible thundrings be heard 
ſrom the Clouds. For this cauſe 
the ſatneſs of the Earth is in it, and 
wonderfull plenitude of benediction. 
Without this nothing in nature can 
ſubſiſt. It is ſound every where; 
tlie pooreſt as well as the King ſeeks 
his nouriſhment from it, and con- 
ſervation of his vital Spirit. O Lord, 
how great and wonderfull and how 
many are the works of thy hands ? 
Thou haſt ordained all things wiſely, 
The Earth declares thy goodneſs 
and fullneſs, who filleſt all things.

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From this Salt, if it be regenera- 
ted by an Artiſt, a wonderfull and 
noble thing proceedeth; which ma- 
keth every corroſive thing ſweet, 
vary ER and infirm thing ſound 
and ſtrong, Thisthing giveth both 
Riches and Health; in this life: 
it deſerves the name of a molt pre- 
tious Treaſure. — there a. 

eater thing amongſt viſiblethings 
Which exiſt in hls Gs than this, 
which ſometimes the Lord beftows 
upon ſome men for a ſpecial cauſe.

But although this Salt as has bin 
ſaid is every where and in all places 
according to number, weight and 
meaſure, every where the matter 
of every thing, yet it cannot ſo ea- 
ſily be found neither is it out of 
all things fit to all things. 

He that deſires to make Gold, he 
ought to be carefull to go about it 
by Gold, or the neareſt matter to 
Gold, ſay the more wiſe ; and it is 
their opinion, that the change of 
any one thing into a better, cannot 
proceed unleſs it be in its own ſpe- 
cies, kind and likeneſs ; and ſo they 
have believed that Animal, Vegeta» 
ble and ſharp powers, avail nothing 
ro 
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to the perfection of Metals, but are 
altogether unprofitable : but they 
affirm, that every of the three Ring- 
doms (as they call them) is in us -- 
own nature ſeparated and divided 
from the other. 

This is a perverſe opinion in him, 
Who deſires to ſhew the way in 
which I will not goe. But I fay 
this, that all things come, grow and 
proceed. from one root ; but the 
only diverſity of the matter and mo- 
tion cauſeth the diverſity of the ſub- 
jects. One virtue and power filleth 
the univerſal orb of the Earth and 
Heavens, and bringeth it ſelf into 
forms and figures, groſs and ſubtile, 
ſweet and ſour, hard and ſoft, Ani- 

I, Vegetable and Mineral. 

But I cannot at this time paſs o- 
ver this in ſilence; that that Spirit 
and Univerſal Salt of Nature, though 
it be neareſt to the breath of the di- 
vine ſpeaking, and miniſters to all 
things its increated power : yet it 

1 can 
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An produce nothing new; but is 
only made uſe of by the word of 

God, ſuſtaining and upholding all 
things for the ſuſtentation, conſer- 
vation and motion of thoſe works, 
which ſometime began to have their 
being by the alone word of Godcre- 
ating them. 

Here thoſe Doctors are to be re- 
proved, who make that noted dif- 
ference between the nature of Ani- 
mals, Vegetables and Minerals, and 
feign as it were three Kingdoms of 
thethings of Nature, altogether un- 
known and never ſeen by her Prieſts, 
and they daily cantradict themſelves, 
and the thing it ſelf,and evident ex- 
perience, ſpeaks againſt them: for 
they adminiſter infinite mineral and 
metalline Medicines to an. Animal, 
or ſick Man; and themſelves con- 
ſeſs and ſay (when theſe Medicines 
are prepared without fire. or corro- 
ſive liquors.) that the ſick much 
better and ſooner recover thei 
| health 
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health from theſe than the others? 
For healing is nothing elſe but rhe 
correction of the acid and degene- 
rate ſpirit; and becauſe that which 
is corrupted cannot be corrected, 
unleſs the corrector from its firſt eſ- 
ſence radically enter into that which 
is corrected, and inſeparably unite 
it ſelf with it, all mult of neceſſity 
rant unto me, that the eſſence of 
inerals and Metals may very well 
unite with an Animal nature; and 
if they may in their firſt nature be 
united and be of the fame eſſence, it 
is neceſſary that the diverſity and 
diſſtmilirude be only contingent. 
Neither do all Metallicks nor Calx 
Vive produce ſo ſudden and good 
an alteration to the ſpirit of Vitriol, 
or Emetick Salt, as Crabs-Eyes , 
Shells, and Bodies of that kind ta- 
ken from the nature of Animals. 
Agua fortis will not touch on Gold 
- unleſs Sal. armoniac or Salt of Urine 
be added to it. The fat of _ 
W 
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will augment the weight ef Duc 
cats, if they have not the due and 
defired pondus : others make uſe of 
new Horſedung to "increaſe their 
weight, or put them for fome'time 
under the ſoles of their Feet, that 
their ſtrong ſweat might penetrate 
or tinge their ſubſtance. 

Thoſe of the Eaſt Countries have 
known how to make Gold coloured 
or flexible, and to give to Copper 
the moſt elegant and durable colour 
of Gold, by a certain animal fat: 
and whoever will make trial with 
Man's dung, or the dung of little 
Children in àa due mantier, may in 
Silver in its ſeparation from the 
Gold gain ſome grains of Gold, if 
he proceed rightly. Wheat-bruiſed 
into moſt fine parts, and ſtratiſied 
with fineſt lamens of copellated Sil 
ver, put into the Fire in a cementa- 
ry veſſel, exactly cloſed, and made 
red hot and combuſt, in the exames 
of Aqua fortis, Gold will * 
| : om 
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from the Silver. New and freſh 
Butter, by a ſimple manual is apt 
to extract the tiature of Corals 
from the ſtony nature. That un- 
conquered Talk mocking the vexa- 
tions of the Alchymiſts, and all 
Fire, ſuffers it ſelf to be diſſolved 
into an oily ſubſtance by nothing 
ſo well as Vegetables, but chiefly 
by Animals, as I very well know. 
The Oils and volatile Salts of Herbs 
extract the tincture of Sulphur. 
Neither is it needfull here that I 
make a long Diſcourſe of the virtues 
of Spirit ot Salt, and Oil of Tartar, 
for their radical operations on Metals 
and Minerals is more or leſs ſufſicij- 
ently known to any one skilled in 
the Chymical Art. But I think 
without Wine and Man, can never 
any make a true, perſect and ge- 
nuine tincture. 
How Graſs, Herbs and Bread 
ves food to the Creatures, con- 
es them and makes them _— 
and 
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and in them is changed inro various 
matters, is above ſpoken of. 


It is a thing well known to Coun- 
trymen, that Vegetables are made 


. better and fatter by the dung and 


urine of their Beaſts that feed on 


| Vegetables. 


an himſelf to his own coſt feels 

the vegetableand mineral virtues in 
his own Body, and apparent dolours 
compell him oft-rimes even againſt 
his will to confeſs it. The ſand and 
gravel in the Reins, muſt it not be 
conſeſſed it is of a mineral nature; 
or have they any other original, 
than of the juices of Animals and 
Vegetables, which Man feeds on? 
Is it not- certain that Gold has growa 
between the teeth of a man's Skull? 
I my felt by the Grace of God 
prepare a matter out of- Animals, 
which in preparing it in a ſingular 
way for hat I ule it, affords unto 
me, one way Animals, another way 
Vegetables; again another way, 
often 
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often uſing the ſame thing, Mine- 
rals and Metals, Argent Vive, true 
Copper, Vitriol, Chryſlal Glaſs of 
Saturn, Lead, and the viſcous and 
glutinous firſt ſubſtance of Mine- 
rals: All which this only one mat- 
ter afords, without the addition of 
any peregrine thing, of it ſelf, and 
of its own only proper ſubſtance ; 
but Tam too open, and tranſgrels 
the preſcribed limits. He that deſires 
to know more, let him in ſimplici- 
ty follow the ſimplicity of Nature. 
I only propounded this to my ſelf, 
to ſhew in ſhort, that Animals, Ve- 
getables and Minerals are one and 
the ſame in their eſſence, and that 
they differ in themſelves, and are 
diſtin accidentally only, in reſpect 
of a greater or leſs perfeftion, and 
in their ſoun ain and root there is no 
diſſerence: But that the Salt of Na- 
ture is every where, and in all 
things to be ſound, according to 
the Nature of every thing, in due 

weight, 
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weight, number. and meaſure ; but 
it is not alike eaſie to educe it out 
of every ſubject, neither is it apt 
or fit enough for ail things out of 


every matter, eſpecially for that 
which they call the Philoſopher's 


Art, or hath it a virtue deſired and 


ſufficient for ſo great a work, 'There- 
fore the beſt in all nature ought to 
be choſen , unleſs the induſtrious 
ſearcher propound to himſelf to 
loſe his labour and coſt, and would 
gain his deſired end. Hic labor hoc

But now to ſearch out and find 
the Univerſal Cenrre of all Crea- 
tures ſeems to be a matter of no 
ſmall difficulty, and verily it is 
ſought of many, but ſoùnd of very 
few. When yet che thing is not ſo 
diffic ult, if wittra,perſpicaciousand 
due attention we conſider the holy 
Scripture, and reading it throughly 
mind the genuine ſenſe of the 
words.

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Man therefore (withoutany dark 


cloud or veil, or any znigmatical ' 


1 


hieroglyphical manner of ſpeaking 
uſual ro all other Philoſophers ) I 
now fay is that Univerſal Centre of 
the Earth, Air and Water. 

Out of a ſpiritual incorporated 
deſire of the love of whole Nature, 
God, on the ſixth day, out of a ſpi- 
ritual incorporated deſire of loves, 
would have him to be as it were a 
concentrated Body and Compendi- 
um of the whole Univerſe. In this 
ſixth light, all the harmonies of all 
the properties, by a divine moving 
within themſelves, gave their con- 
ſent and harmonious accord , to 
produce one Centre, and one Lighr 
out of their ſweet concord and 
friendly wedlock, and with an una- 
nimous counſel, as I may fo ſay, 
decreed, conſtituted and confirmed 
this Centre, their King, ſuſtainer 
and conſerver , and gave him full 


power and an eternal empire. But the 


Divine 
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Divine Power, above the ordained 
laws of Nature, plainly by a new 
manner, or as it were by a new or- 
dination or creation, made this 
Center corporeal in his own I 
according to his own Form and Si- 
militude, as it were, God of God, 
to his own : That Man for 
whoſe fake all things were created, 
that in five days ſaw the light, 


might be the God and Lord of all 


elementary and created things, only 

God alone ſhould be his Lord. 
Thus God placed Man in the 

middle, between that which is ſu- 


- periour , and that which is inferi- 


our ; and did inſpire into him ( by 
the word Ruach Elohim noted in the 
Hebrew Book ) through the two 
noſtrils the breath of a twofold life, 
one whereof was the breath of the 
eternal word of God, or of the eter- 
nal life: the other was the elemen- 
tary and aſtral airy breath, or ſpi- 
rit and word of time. 

Both 
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Both theſe infuſed powers of life 


in Man divided themſelves ſo, that 
each formed and poſſeſſed its own 
Center to it ſelf, which was the 
continual will and deſire of each of 
them after its ſirſt original or pri- 
mordial nature. Both of them de- 
fired its Mother from whence they 


- proceeded, and each deſired for her 


ſelf to be nouriſh'd by her eſſence. 
So the Will as the Father did gene- 
rate in the Lifes Center for himſelt, 
the Appetite or Deſire as his Son and 
Offspring ; from both which the 
Will and Deſire did proceed the Spi- 
rit as the power of living, by the 
attracting and breathing nature 
from God and the Airy world. 

But the Body of the Element did 
alſo produce out of their properties, 
the Center, the Will, the Deſire, 
and Power of attracting out of its 
Mother (the Earth and Water) and
